W ashington, Ju n e 19.— (U P ) — 
W ith eight days left to 
work 
in 
leaders of the 69th 
congress 
have 
m apped out a short program of leg­ 
islation. 
T h e only bill th a t m ust be passed 
is th e second deficiency bill, to pro­ 
vide money for the $20,000 federal 
building program and other expendi­ 
tu res already authorized. This m eas­ 
ure, w hich will not be reported to 
the house u n til W ednesday or T h u rs­ 
day, caused leaders to 
extend 
the 
date of ad jo u rn m en t from Ju n e 25 
to J u n e SO. 
It will be passed in the 
house next week and th e senate will 
then pass it as one of its last acts. 
F u rth e r than th a t, 
th e 
se n ate ’s 
program is undecided, except 
th a t 
farm relief will be voted on soon 
and the rivers and harbors bill may 
come on th e floor for a fight and a 
filibuster. 
T here is practically no 
chance of either being passed. 
House leaders have mapped out a 
program for next week, the princi­ 
pal featu re of w hich is th e judiciary 
salary increase bill, to boost the pay 
of all federal judges between $2,500 
and $5,000 a year each. 
The house will then tak e up the 
labor milk bill ad ding fu rth e r san i­ 
ta ry requirem ents for m ilk im ported 
from Canada. 
T he house will meet M onday for 
consideration of unopposed bills of 
m inor im portance.

alcohol was mami fart ared in the 
house office building here today. 
The mixture, which tasted quite 
palatable to a Fulled Press cor* 
respondent, was made by blending 
three parts of the new “malt ex­ 
tract” recently authorized by As- 
slstant Secretary of the Treasury 
Andrews and on# part of ordinary 
beer. 
Representative La Guardia, 
socialist, New York, conducted the 
experiment. 
“The process Is entirely within 
the law,” Representative La GHar­ 
din said, “and It was made possi- 
hie by the recent treasury regula­ 
tions of Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury 
Andrews 
authorizing 
breweries to make this tonic.” 
The “beer” costs about 15 cents 
a glass, La Gnardia sn id, and It 
could lie given a pilsener Haver 
by adding a pinch of salt. 
La Gnnrdla, acting as "barkeep,” 
performed the experiment before 
a large number of newspapermen, 
photographers and others, follow­ 
ing refusal of the house alcoholic 
liquor traffic committee to accept 
his Invitation to attend. 
“My purpose In doing this Is not 
to evade the law, hut to show 
first, that 9.75 per cent beer Is 
harmless, and, second, that lf It Is 
possible to get It In a roundabout 
way, without violation of treasury

The clause to authorize forfeiture 
of foreign vessels on the high seas 
bearing contraband liquor destined 
for the United States in violation of 
the so-called rum treaties was espe­ 
cially attacked in th e report, which 
was flied by R epresentative 
Henry 
St. George Tucker, dem ocrat, 
Vir­ 
ginia, and concurred in by Represen­ 
tative Dyer, republican, 
Missouri; 
Gorm an, republican. Illinois; Perl­ 
man, republican, New 
York, 
and 
W eller, dem ocrat, New York. 
E very civilized nation In the world 
would challenge this provision, Tuck­ 
e r’s report said, asserting that as re­ 
ported out by the committee the bill 
“claim s the rig h t of the United States 
to Jurisdiction over the high seas, 
not only as to its own vessels, bwt 
also as to those of foreign countries. 
T he bill has chance of action in 
either house of congress this session 
hut it will remain pending in its 
present s ta tu s until the December 
session when the drys plan to get It 
passed and signed. 
The report holds th a t 
the 
rum 
treaties are 
unconstitutional, 
and 
points out th a t the bill is based upon 
the co n trary assum ption, 
although 
the United States suprem e court had 
not ruled on the question. 
The treaties provide for searching 
foreign vessels for contraband with­ 
in 12-mlle lim it, w hich is generally 
accepted as the “one-hour’s steam­ 
ing distance” specified in the docu­ 
ments. 
The treaties also provide for 
remission of th e Volstead act penal­ 
ties in foreign liquor so seized.

We expect to

W ill be back

tive troubles. 
It's not only the farm er th a t is 
ta lk in g about the p asteu rizin g 
of 
milk, b u t the consum ers as well. 
If 
t h e tr u th was known, probably very 
few know any th in g about it. 
We 
heard a woman rem ark 
“ this pas­ 
teu rizin g of milk is th e bunk, the 
place we buy our milk Is very clean.” 
T h is is all well and good, but It 
m akes no difference how san itary 
o n e may be, the milk is liable to be 
contam inated. 
Milk absorbs im puri­ 
ties, collects bacteria w henever it is 
exposed to the air. 
Some of these 
b ac teria may be b acteria of certain 
contagious 
diseases, 
others 
rn a y 
cause 
digestive troubles 
which 
In 
th e case of babies m ay prove fatal. 
Much of the cholera in fantum and 
um m er bowel troubles of Infants is 
due to impure milk. 
Sorry to say, 
but I have visited farm s th a t are de­ 
livering milk to homes w here milk is 
fed to th e babies and the sanitary 
conditions on the farm s are not too 
good. 
People delivering milk know ­ 
ing it is not any too clean, are ju st 
as g u ilty as can be. 
Pasteurization, 
w hen 
first p rac­ 
ticed by milk dealers In this coun­ 
try was carried on secretly, and, ex­ 
cept as a means of preserving the 
milk, was regarded by them as a pro­ 
cess of no value. 
As the practice 
becam e m ore general, th*, subject ot 
pasteurization was studied, and its 
value as a means of destroying di­ 
sease producing bacteria was recog­ 
nized. 
The 
pasteurization 
of 
milk 
de­ 
stroys about 99 per cent of the bac­ 
te ria; consequently th e m ilk is not 
sterile. 
On account of th is fact pas­ 
teurized milk is still a perishable 


product, and m ust be handled w ith 
Iii,, same care as raw milk. 


To the people 
who 
hav en 't tho 
facilities or the m eans to produce 
m arket milk under th e best sanitary 
conditions it would be m uch better 
for one to m ark et milk to a p asteu r­ 
izing plant, or sell b u tte r fat ra th e r 
than 
to sell 
milk 
co n taining 
the 
num erous disease germs. 
Help cut 
down the d ea th s and sickness th a t 
will sooner or la te r result, lf one 
continues to use such milk for hum an 
food.

A CANNINO FACTORY BI N DS I P A COMMUNITY 


A c a n n i n g factory builds up any community, home town j 
people as well as the countryside which furnishes the materials j 
for canning. 
Take the little town of Wells, Minn., for instance, j 
P. B. Nettleton furnished us the newspaper clippings, etc., com-! 
meriting on its canning industry. 
The town has 2,000 people and it is located in the center of 
a good farming community. 
The Wells Canning company was 
organized in 1920 by the business and professional men of Wells. 
Annually it does a business that equals its capitalization, $150,000. 
In the six years the canning company has operated, (50,000 cases 
of corn have been turned out on an average annually. 
The company yearly pays an average of $30,000 to farmers 
of Faribault county, says the Minneapolis Jounal, and according! 
to officers and farmers in the vicinity, the sweet corn crop is the 
most profitable of any grown in the county. 
The company was organized and engineered by Wells busi­ 
ness men and farmers, and all stock is owned by them, making it 
a cooperative enterprise in every sense of the word. 
The canning 
factory starts about August IO each year, and for six weeks the 
factory hums with activity. 
In that period from IOO to 120 boys 
and girls are employed, all netting a sum sufficient to enable them 
to start school or college work in the fall minus financial wor ries. 
Wells only boasts one industry, but that lone industry has 
given several hundred in its vicinity steady profits yearly, and has 
helped develop the cooperative spirit in the community to such 
an extent that the farmers and business men are working together 
in perfect harmony. 
The Brainerd agricultural district can raise good sweet corn, 
tomatoes, peas, beans, cucumbers, etc. 
That such canned goods 
have a fine, distinctive flavor, and quickly acquire a market is 
proven when one examines into the success of Mr. Hunt in the 
Bay Lake region, who has a small canning plant and scores of 
customers in dozens of states who buy his canned vegetables and 
fruits. 
Kansas City bankers, New York brokers, Chicago busi­ 
ness men vie in placing their orders for more canned goods and 
Mr. Hunt is at loss sometimes to find enough material to (ill the 
orders flocking in. 
He and his son raise all the vegetables and 
fruits used in canning and it is that freshness in picked stuff, 
canned the same day, that assists to give it that incomparable 
flavor. He has the mechanical end of canning down to perfection. 
We hope that some large canning industry will be instituted 
in the Brainerd region. 
Dairying is flourishing in the lake re­ 
gion, and fruit and vegetable raising and canning can also be 
made a success.

A little pocket notebook belonging to Charles Dickens came to light tho 
other day which furnishes an interesting sidelight on the genius of E ngland’s 
greatest novelist. 
That little notebook contained nothing hut names. 
Erasures, changes, 
variations indicated the evolution through which the nam es of D ick en s’ char­ 
acters w ent before they emerged on the printed page in startling su ggestive­ 
ness. 
No name w as right for Charles Dickens until it w as perfect. 
Herbert Kaufmann, one of America's greatest editorial writers, especi­ 
ally noted for his brief, punchy sentences, writes and rew rites every article 
a dozen tim es or more. 
An article which is to include not more than six 
hundred words in its final form will appear in six thousand words in the first 
draft. 
Each rewriting thereafter consists of the elimination of waste words. 
The final article is the quintessence of eleven longer ones which preceded it. 
Elbert Hubbard once said of Robert Louis Stevenson, "He never used a 
synonym .” 
If he could not find the right word he waited until it was found. 
No sentence ever went to the printer which did not express exactly what 
Stevenson intended it should express. 
Irvin Cobb, A m erica’s inimitable humorist, is one of tile most painstaking 
workers of all our modern writers. 
His free and easy style is studied out 
with scrupulous care. 
He once spent three days in the New York public 
library hunting for one word to complete a story. 
Nothing but the right word 
would do. 
"It is only a trifle,” says the amateur or the second-rater. 
"A trifle eau 
ruin perfection,” says tile trained worker with conscience and experience. 
Not every man can be brilliant, but any man can be accurate and thoro 
is no genius liner than the genius for accuracy.

E dw ard F. Flynn, St. Paul, actin g 
ch airm an of th e R otary In tern atio n 
a1 business m ethods com m ittee, said 
he had been h earin g a good deal re ­ 
cently from tin* fellows who ridicule 
R o tary , 
“ If you should vibI< the com m uni­
